Please amend claims 1 and 8 as follows : 

1 . A method for managing issuance of a new bond, the method comprising: 

electronically offering to sell a subset of bonds comprising a bond issue to one 
or more pre-auction bidders at a pre-auction price, said pre-auction price set by an issuer 
of the bonds and a lead manager; 

electronically receiving on a computer an indication from the one or more pre- 
auction bidders accepting the offer to sell one or more bonds at the pre-auction price; 

electronically publishing information descriptive of one or more pre-auction 
sales of one or more bonds comprising the bond issue; and

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8. The method of claim [[6]] 1 additionally comprising the step of making available information 
descriptive of an investment experience related to the previously purchased pre-auction bonds 
comprising the pre-auction price of the previously purchased pre-auction bonds. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: the 
prior art fails to teach or render obvious the limitation of independent claims. The Applicant has 
claims a method for auctioning bonds. 

Independent claim 1 discloses a method for selling new bonds including conducting a 
pre-auction sale with a price set by a issuer or lead manager. 

The following prior art references have been deemed most relevant to the allowed 
claim(s): 

The closest prior art Friedland et al. (PGPUB 2002/0174060) teaches an on-line auction 
that allows remote bidders to participate. The auction includes a pre-auction with the winner of 
the pre-auction going onto the live auction for additional bidding. Unlike the applicant this pre- 
auction does not "lock-in" or actually agree on a price to buy anything they simply are able to go 
onto the live auction. 

The closest prior art Grigsbv (US PGPUB 2002/0016758) teaches a on-line auction for 
bonds but is silent about any pre-auction. 

The closest prior art Garman (EP 0790568A1) discloses a information about on-line 
auction including types of auctions such as Reserve or Dutch auctions. 

Claims 1-5 & 7-12 are allowed because Friedland, Grigsby and Frey references as 
discussed above as the Closest Prior art of record fails to teach or render obvious a method of 
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offering a bond at a pre-auction process with a completed sale from the pre-auction process 
with the price being set by the issuer and lead manager.
